Well I had to try it out. 24v on a 38 special does indeed send the 
output to 20w. I used my "not quite finished" 40m 38 Special as the test 
subject. If I can just find time to finish up the RX/TX offset! 


I get RF peak voltages of about 45v (90v peak to peak) across my 50 ohm 
dummy load, resulting in V«V/(2*50) or 20.25w. With the variable output 
power modification, (ac coupling the MOSFET gate and varying the gate 
bias voltage as derived from the "T-" signal from 0 to about 5.25v), I 
can get continuously variable power from 10mw (1v peak) to 20.25w (45v 
peak) . 


I have another 12v battery I could throw on, but the 8v regulator (which 
powers xeverythingx in the rig but the final) is only good to 35v input, 
not the 36+ v I would have. Using 30v, 30w output operation is quite 
likely, with no modifications required other than a much larger heat sink 
on the IRF510 final. 


Kind of a neat little radio. Connect 12v for 5w QRP, connect 30v for 30w 
QRO! 


Kids, don't try this on the air. QRP is our friend. :-)

Well, I braced myself and opened the package. 


Inside the package was a circuit board, carefully wrapped in static 
shielding, a small metal enclosure with the controls and connectors 
installed, two bags of miscellaneous parts, three test fixtures, a file 
folder with kit instructions, mods, errata, and other paperwork, and a 
large envelope with notes from Larry KA5T. 


Here is the amazing part. The notes from Larry consisted of 82 pages of 
information about what he had done, all the calculations he made, all the 
things he tried, etc. 82 pages! The test fixtures also appear to be 
Larry's work: a crystal tester, a VFO breadboard to test component values, 
and a clever switch and cable fixture. He apparently also installed all 
the controls and connectors on the enclosure in preparation for finishing 
the kit. 


Scanning through Larry's notes, it is obvious that he essentially 
reconfirmed the rig's design by recalculating most of the component values. 
He also tested and altered, as necessary, every tuned circuit or frequency 
determining component. Amazing! 


BTW, the circuit board is single sided with no solder mask, no silk screen, 
a few long wire jumpers, and a number of components mounted on the bottom. 


After scanning through all the paperwork, I decided to bite the bullet and 
turn the thing on. I wired up 13.8 volts from a lab supply and hit the 
switch. Larry had already smoke tested it so I wasn't too concerned about 
that. The power supply current draw is about 40 mA, which seems about 
right. I put a scope on the NE602 VFO oscillator. Larry had already 
worked on that, modifying component values to bring it to the right range, 
and he tacked on a fixed cap in place of the air variable for easier 
debugging. The signal at the VFO was very clean and about 2 Vpp at 
approximately 4.72 MHz. 


I coupled 7 MHz signal from my signal generator to the antenna input. 
Since the signal generator only goes to -60 dBm, I just clipped its output 
around the insulated wire coming from the antenna input on the circuit 
board. This worked well to give me a usable range of signal level 
adjustment; however, I do not know exactly what the actual input level is. 
Does anybody have a calibrated attenuator (preferably HP) for sale? That 
is one piece of test equipment that I sure could use. 


The first mixer worked, producing roughly 12 MHz from my 7 MHz input. By 
varying the frequency of the generator, I found that the resulting IF 


Signal level peaked at 7.050 MHz. This confirms that the front end RF 
tuned circuit was properly aligned. The preselector is a single tuned 
circuit tapped down for the NE602 input. Given the high input impedance of 
the NE602, this makes the Q of the input circuit very high -- IF the 
component Q's are similarly high. It seems to work pretty well. I'd say 
that the front end selectivity was quite good, covering 40 meters, but 
attenuating pretty quickly outside of 40 meters. Incidentally, the 
designer went into and out of most of the NE602s differentially, with 
transformer coupling. I believe this makes for a slightly more robust 
design at the expense of more toroids. 


I moved the scope to the audio output. The receiver worked! I tuned the 
generator around and found zero beat at 7129.100 kHz with the fixed tuning 
cap in the VFO. With the signal generator set to -32 dBm and extremely 
lightly coupled into the antenna, the audio output was 170 mVpp with 30 
mVpp noise. 


I tuned up and down and found that maximum received signal occurred at 
7128.650 kHz with an audio note of 470 Hz, a touch low, but quite 
acceptable. A quick check of the bandwidth (with the built-in audio filter 
bypassed) showed the -3dB points at 7128.950 kHz and 7128.390 which is 560 
Hz 3dB BW. Pretty good! The rig has a four-crystal filter plus the 
aforementioned audio filter. 


I played with varying signal levels and observed the AGC action. It has a 
quick attack, slow release characteristic on the order of 1 second (timed 
by eye on the scope). 


I did find that under certain conditions, the AGC loop will oscillate! 

This may be the oscillation that Larry was experiencing. This needs to be 
fixed, and may require a design change. It will probably be affected by 
switching the audio filter in or out of the circuit. The AGC is audio 
derived and is the only means by which the signal levels before the product 
detector are controlled. The AGC drives the IF only. The RF mixer is full 
on. 


I haven't measured the receiver sensitivity, not having the test equipment 
to do that, but it does seem to be working. 


That's it for day 1. The major accomplishment was confirming that Larry 
did an excellent job bringing up the receiver.

A Tilted Off-Center Fed Long-Wire 


In the December, 1995 "QST", there is an article on a tilted 
(sloped) long-wire array called "The Super Sloper", by Roger Sparks, 
W7WKB. What Roger had done was to model a tilted long-wire with a 
parasitic director with his computer. What he found can be applied 
to a simpler array utilizing just the long wire with an offset feedpoint. 


A basic long-wire will have a pattern that differs from the 
classical 1/2-wave antenna. The radiation will be more off the ends of 
the wire instead of the sides, with the major lobes lining up closer to 
the wire direction as the length in increased. The major lobes form a 
squashed cloverleaf pattern, with the center of the pattern partially 
filled with the minor lobes. (By definition, a minor lobe is any lobe 
that is -10dB when compared to the strongest major lobe...) These lobes 
run from 45-degrees off-axis for a 1-wave long-wire, to 25-degrees off- 
axis for an 8-wave long-wire. Most amateurs don't have room for anything 
greater than 8 wavelengths long, even on 10 Meters, so we won't discuss 
them here. 


One thing that is overlooked is that these major lobes also 
display a radiation angle, (vertical angle), equal to the offset angle. 
By tilting the wire, the major lobes can be depressed to the horizon, 
which will make the antenna more unidirectional. A good compromise 
angle is 30-degrees, although even a 15 - 20 degree angle will produce a 
front-to-back ratio. This angle can be achieved with a 40-foot high 
support at one end, and a 10-foot high support at the other, with 


overall lengths of 70 - 150 feet. 


The offset feed point is used to enhance the unidirection 
characteristics and to feed the antler at a current node, which brings 
the feedpoint impedance down to a more manageable level. Basically, the 
feedpoint is 1/4-wave from the high end of the wire, with the total 
length 
of the wire being equal to an integral multiple of 1/2-wave, (1-wave, 1 
1/2-wave,2-wave, etc...) For the example, I will model this antler for 
20 Meters, with a 1-wave version, and a 1 1/2-wave version: 


1-Wave Tilted Wire 1 1/2-Wave Tilted Wire 
Frequency = 14.200 MHz Frequency = 14.200 MHz 
Total Length = 67.5 feet Total Length = 101.5 feet 
Feedpoint = 16.5 feet Feedpoint = 16.5 feet 
Approx. Gain = 2.5 dB Approx. Gain = 3.0 dB 


The length of the 1 1/2-wave Tilted Wire may look familiar, and 
it should. A G5SRV is 1 1/2-waves at 20 Meters, but is fed in the center. 
By moving the feed to the end, the feedpoint impedance will fall in the 
range of 130 - 170 Ohms, which, when fed through a 4:1 balun, and 50 ohm 
coax will yield an SWR of 1.6:1 or lower. This is easily in the range 
of even the most basic ATU's, and may be usable without a tuner at all. 


The forward pattern will be about 90 - 120 degrees wide, with a 
F/B ratio of 6 - 20 dB, depending on tilt, height, etc... The 1-wave 
version, if fed directly with RG-8X or other 50-ohm coax, and, depending on 
the height of the feedpoint, will have an SWR from 1.4:1 to 2.5:1, and may 
need a tuner in line. The lightest weight feedline for the Tilted Wire would 
be 1/2-wave of twinlead from the feedpoint to the balun, and then coax to 


the ATU. The 1/2-wave section will bring the same impedance down to the 
balun, and you won't have the weight of the balun at the feedpoint. 


The principle can be extended out as far as you have room. Just 
keep the total length at an integral multiple of 1/2-wave, and the 
feedpoint at a 1/4-wave or 3/4-wave point from the end. Keep this design 
in mind for Field Day!

Guys, I want to compliment the list on the way that you have handled 
the problem with the bad crystal in the 38 Special kit. As you know, we got 
a batch of bad crystals that were third overtone instead of fundamental for 
the VXO crystal. I posted to the net that NorCal would replace them, and 
that all that was necessary was that you send me your name and address if 
you had a crystal marked Koyo, 22.1184, 87-35. No SASE or money required, 
we are set up to handle the problem. I have not seen one complaint on the 
list, and this is appreciated. We were embarrassed that it happened, and we 
did the only thing possible, made steps to correct it. 

Now to the second part of my posting. When you order a kit, either 
from a club or a commercial company, the very first thing that you should do 
is check the parts to make sure that they are all there. If you find a 
shortage, notify the company or the club, and do it immediately. It is not 
fair to the supplier if you buy a kit, let it sit on the shelf for 6 months, 
and then discover that you are missing XYZ part. Mistakes happen, and we 
are human. Every commercial company that I know of doing QRP kits now will 
replace parts with no questions asked, at their expense, but, and this is 
the important part, they must know about it. Take responsibility, inventory 
your kit, and let the supplier know if there is a problem. But, don't post 
it to qrp-l before you contact the supplier. Give him a chance to rectify 
the situation first. Why? Because to the casual reader it gives the wrong 
impression, that XYZ company or club is not careful, doesn't do a good job, 
etc. Because, the guy who posts to the net that he is missing XYZ part or 


having a problem, hardly ever posts that he got the part, etc. 

Some of the commercial QRP kit vendors have sent me private email 
about another "problem" that they see with qrp-l. They asked me to post, 
because I have no vested interest, and it won't be self serving. If you 
have a problem with a kit, please contact the commercial company first. 

Give the guys a chance. I'll wager that 95% of the time they will be able 
to help you with the problem immediately, because they have seen it before. 
Don't post it to the list until you have tried the vendor. It will save 
everyone a lot of time. Now, some of you may say, but what about alerting 
the rest of the list to a problem so that they will be aware. Sure that is 
what this list is about, but if you get the problem solved through the 
vendor, you can be a hero, not only can you post the alert, but you can post 
the solution, and I would always add creditbility by quoting the source, the 
vendor himself. But what happens if you contact the vendor and he doesn't 
have a solution? Why, then go to the list, but be polite about it. Do it 
with class. Say that you have XYZ problem, that you have contacted the 
vendor, and he couldn't solve it, does anyone have any ideas, etc. That is 
only fair. 

The commercial kit companies do a wonderful job. They are all fine 
companies, every one of them. We need to support them, to help them, and 
most of all, to work with them. Now a word about NorCal kits. NorCal kits 
are different. They are field tests of designs that have been tested, but 
not nearly as much as a commercial kit, and that is one of the reasons that 
they cost a lot less. We know that they work, but we only have a small 
sample that has been built. NorCal kits go out to the masses and the 
feedback that we get on qrp-l is wonderful. We love it. You are the test 
engineers. What you are working with in a NorCal kit would be called a beta 
test with a commercial product. We want you to post the problems that you 
are having with our kits to the net, so that we and I emphasize the word we, 
can help you. NorCal is a club, not a company. There is no engineer on 
staff waiting for you to call. No, the tech support staff of NorCal is made 
up of all the guys on qrp-l and our other members. Ok, here is the bottom 
line. If you have a problem with a commercial kit, call the vendor first, 
then post to the list. If you have a problem with a NorCal kit and have not 
seen the answer on qrp-l, post to the list and ask for help. There is one 
more step that common courtesy requires. If you post a problem, you have a 
responsibility to post when you get it resolved. Thank the person or 
persons responsible. It gives closure to the problem, and that is 
important. I would think that the other clubs would agree with this, but 
will let them post their own ideas. 

This posting is not a knee jerk reaction to any particular posting. 
It is something that I have been thinking about for a long time, and I 
finally decided to post. QRP is fun, building is fun, and learning is fun. 
Stay positive, have a good week and trust your fellow man. See you in 
Dayton. By the way, anyone going to post the weather for us this year? (I 
had to do it.)

Hi Gang: 
Just a quick note. 


I received my WM-2 today from OHR that I purchased through the group buy. 
This is a multiple range (10 watts, 1 watt, 100 mw) power and SWR meter 
kit for QRP operations. 


What a great meter. Excellent insturctions, very high quality parts and 
a good board. It took me about 3 1/2 hours to complete (I took my time 
and really did a FB job), but you could assemble it in less time if you 
wanted to and are an experienced kit builder. There are two toroids to 
wind, and a few other assembly points that demand just a little more 

concentration than usual, but the rest of the assembly straight forward. 


Tune-up requires a VOM meter (digital VOM). You adjust four trim pots 
for voltage and meter deflection, and you are done. 


The accuracy of this meter is outstanding. I have a feeling it will be 
one of those QRP shack additions that I will constantly use and wonder 
why I had not purchased and built one sooner. I understand that Dick 
recently upgraded the kit with a better meter. I have not had the 
opportunity to compare with an older kit, but I can tell you that the 
meter on my kit is outstanding. 


Dick and staff have a great QRP meter here. If you need a dedicated QRP 
SWR/power meter that is ranged for QRP power levels, you might want to 
consider the WM-2.

<< My theory is that everyone lives in a lower noise area than I do, so have 
more 
Signal left above the noise level than at my QTH. >> 


I agree - my situation exactly. I have "proof." The other evening I took my 
"new" rig over to a fellow ham's house. He and I talk frequently on the phone 
while we are also working the bands and comparing notes. I can tell by 
listening over the phone that he hears better than me, and it seems to be 
largely due to difference in noise level. It is interesting that we can both 
listen to our own and each other's receivers simultaneously this way and have 
also noted how the qsb is different between our locations while listening to 
the same signal. It might be strong at my qth while weaker at his and vice 
versa. But overall, I can tell signals are higher above the noise level at 
his qth. We live about 20 miles apart. The other evening I took my rig to his 
house to compare notes. My receiver seemed to compare favorably to his 
receivers as we switched between them using the same antenna. The band seemed 
very quiet (noise level) to me, and we made several qrp contacts without any 
problem. I drove home and connected my rig back up, only to hear a completely 
"different sounding" band. I doubt it changed that much during my drive home 
- its my ambient noise level. And this after I got the power company to fix 
the sodium light down the street that was really a problem! Another 
interesting fact is that he lives close to the heart of the city 
(Minneapolis) and I live just far enough out to be semi-rural. I have "shut 
down" my house electrically to make sure my noise is not internally generated 
too. Its still there. So, this isn't exactly a scientific study, but, I am 
convinced that some people DO have advantageous low noise environments for 
what ever reason.

After a few questions about the Argo vs the Scout for QRP, I looked in 
the manual and think that a mod to make the Scout switchable would 
actually be quite simple and elegant... 


By comparing the Main Wiring Diagraams for the Scout (Figure 3-23) and 
the Argo (Figure 3-24), the only difference is the addition of the 50 
watt RF PA, P/N 81643. With the addition of either a 4PDT switch, ora 
couple of small relays, you can switch the PAin & out of the circuit. 
Without having a Scout here in front of me, here's what the diagram 
indicates: 


In the Scout, the low-level RF is routed from the LL DRIVER board (81645) 
at connector 55. It goes to the RF PA (81643) at connector 55. The 

output of the RF PA, at connector 61, is then is routed to the LOW PASS 
FILTER PLUG-IN. In addition, the +13 volts for the RF PA and the DC line 


for the base bias are routed from the LL DRIVER board to the RF PA board. 


To switch the PA in & out, the switch or relays would break the lines 
from connector 55 and connector 61 and route the power from the LL 
DRIVER board directly to the LOW PASS FILTER PLUG-IN, and another pole 
would disconnect the +13 and the T line to the PA. This would provide 5 
watts out instead of the 50 watts out, and would also disconnect the DC 
to the amp thus cutting 300 ma of standby current. 


It is VERY important to disconnect BOTH the +13 and the T lines!!! If 
you have biad on the PA, without the Vcc on the collectors, the 
transistors will suffer, probably even letting the smoke out!!! I had 


this happe accidentally in a VHF radio when the clooector choke opened, 
and it smoked the PA in no time, to the tune of $35 for the transistor 
alone... 


You could, for a FD operation, just unplug the PA module and re-route the 
cable from connector 61 to connector 55. Later on, you could restore the 
rig to QRO by reconnecting per Figure 3-23... 


NOTE: The power meter will read low on the Scout, and the SWR bridge 
won't be accurate. You might have to play with the ALC level, but I 
would have to try the conversion to verify this. Any volunteers out 
there with a Scout that needs to be QRP'd ??? 


Drop me a line with your results.

I am getting very confused lately about what types of small caps are used 
for what applications. My background is limited in this area, and what I 
do know is mostly info on the older types. 

I see listings for Tantalum, Silve Mica, Mylar, Ceramic Disc and 
Monolythic small value caps regularly. 


Quoting from the JDR Microdevices catalog (a catalog with a computer 
orientation, some test gear, small kits and lots of literature listed, 
but also a lot of discrete parts and some very handy Tech Tips scattered 
throughout) : 

Tantalum-Polarized; for DC applications; for decouling high speed 
circuits 

Silver Mica-Non polarized...for use in RF circuits 

Mylar-Ideal for bypass and coupling in DC circuits 

Monolythic-High reliability and resaistance to damp heat (?) 

Ceramic Disc-High stability and low losses over a wide frequency 
range 


Is this basically the concept, or is there a lot more than this? 

From the catalog pictures, I can tell the different types that I see 
on circuit boards, with the exception of the Disc Ceramic and Monolythic 
types. Are these critical to get identified properly when scavenging 
parts for later use? I have a good capacitor checker( a B&K that eats 
batteries), so I can check the values easily, but If I have selected the 
wrong type I suspect that I may be compromising the circuit design. 

I'm not interested in a long mathematical dissertation, but just a 
reference or two to look up for some basic background info on the reasons 
for choosing a specific style.

I think this idea is neat only because it appears that it *canx be 
done, not because *I* want to run 40w or more. Curiosity can be a 
dangerous thing!! (hi!) 


I run an invisible antenna because of covenant restrictions. Two 
things make an antenna truly invisible: 


1) Construct the antenna so it cannot be seen (#28 gauge enamel wire). 
2) Run QRP so that no one get interfered with and comes looking for 
you. 


4Ow probably violates point # 2. 


What makes this really neat is that the output network xxdoes not need 
to changexx as the voltage is varied, either up or down. Therefore, 
this is yet another method of making the 38 special variable power: 
Vary the voltage to the final. 


The output network is both a filter and an impedance matching network. 
Since for a transmitter, P = V*V/2R, in order to get 5w at 12v, R 
must be about 14.4 ohms. This sounds reasonable for the driving 
impedance for this kind of power level at 12v. 


However, keeping the driving impedance the same, but raising the 
voltage by a factor of 3 gives 9 times the power, **with no change in 
the matching networkxx. The "2R" part remains unchanged. 


My understanding is that the cores used are good to about 50w, so 
every does indeed seem to start to peak out at close to the 40w level. 


I agree totally with what you say concerning getting close to the 
breakdown limit of things here. The normal rule of thumb with RF 
transistor is a breakdown voltage at least two times the supply 
voltage. 


At 24v (20w), there is quite a bit of margin. If you ran at 35v 
(40w), you have only xsomex margin, when using a 100v IRF510. In such 
cases it may be good to tune the antenna at a lower supply voltage, 


cranking it back up only after tune up is finished. 


When running at 35v, a 100v IRF510 is a better selection than an 80v 
IRF511. However, my understanding is that at least for the Motorola 
part, the IRF510 and 511 are made the xsamex, and just xtested* to 
different specification. Your IRF511 is most likely a 100v IRF510. 


I notice that the IRF511/510 is specified only to 20w dissipation. 
24v (20w) to 30v (30w) may really be more appropriate for actual QRO 
use. 


As an experiment, I will try this trick on my 40m, not quite complete 
38 special this weekend. 


Now remember, this topic is for xexperimentationx and xdiscussionx 
only, and not to be reduced to common practice by true QRPers! :-)

>> To increase my power, I would run my rig at 24v. Since 
>>power is V*V/2R, doubling the voltage should have increased 
>>my power output by a factor of 4, and I was able to get about

>Going to 24 volts will definalty let you get more power and better 

>efficency. Most likely adjusting the turns ratio on the output coil will

On another topic: 


Concerning the chirp, clicks, and drifting signals that Carl, KM1H 
complained 
about on the ham-tech list: 


I haven't noticed very many poor signals, but I do know of a couple of 
"suilty" parties are either working on their rig problems, or have 
already 

corrected them. As QRPers, we have a duty to strive for nothing less 

than excellence on the air. Anybody can buy a commercial rig and put 

it on the air, but could they fix, build, or troubleshoot it if it broke? 
QRPers are a different breed of ham, I think. 


Maybe a QRP OO (Official Observer) is lurking on this list? eh? 
(Gotta be careful with that, and not make one acronymn outta it!) ;-) 


Perhaps a little constructive criticism when giving out signal reports is 
in order. There may be too many "polite" hams on here for our own 

good. I for one, would want to know of any shortcomings on my signal, 

as so should all QRPers. Most of these problems can be resolved with 

just a little effort, and it could be time to be a little more critical 
when 

giving out signal reports. Sometimes the guy with the faulty signal just 
doesn't know! It could be as simple as a bad power supply or low 

battery or poor ground. 


We don't need to be branded with a poor rating when it comes to our 
Signals. Puny as our power levels may be, there's no reason to have a 
"bad" signal. Everybody here has probably had to do some work on 

one rig or another at some time to fix chirps, hum, drift, etc. 


On the other hand, don't be remiss when you DO hear a really nice 
Signal, fist, keyer, etc. A nice compliment should be as readily given 
out as one for a bad signal. When I worked Chuck, K5FO a couple 

of weeks ago just after he had finished building his TenTec 40m QRP 
rig, I made sure to tell him how good it sounded. (And it did!) 


Once in a while you hear that "perfect" signal that has the tonal quality 
of a crystal-based rig, with the proper rise / fall times on the CW 
envelope, 

and no drift. To me, those signals that are of the highest quality, 
exhibit 

a "bell" sounding note and are really nice to copy. You know the kind 

of sound I'm talking about.. Make a positive comment about it. 


Carl's comment was on another list that I also happen to receive, but 
his comments suggest a potential call-to-arms. I don't think it is very 
prevalent, tho'. Can't remember a single bad signal during FYBO, and 
look at what the conditions were! 


Thanks for the bandwidth. Soapbox is closed =:-)

The point is that the output matching network is presenting a certain 
load to the transistor. x*If* the transistor is being driven hard enough 
(which the 38 special is), the transistor will swing from almost zero to 
2xV xxxxat the impedance the output matching network presents to 
itx*«*x. 


If it is not driven hard enough, you will not see the full zero to 2x*V 
voltage swing. But whatever voltage swing occurs will be across the load 
the matching network presents. 


In the 38 special, we see 5 watts out for a 12v supply. Therefore, the 
matching network is transforming 50 ohms at the antenna port to a load at 
the transistor of 


R = VaV / (2*P) = 12x12 / (2x5) = 14.4 ohms. 


Now that the matching network is known to transform 50 ohms at the 
antenna to 14.4 ohm at the transistor, with 24 volts applied, the power 
at the transistor is: 


P = VxV / (2*R) = 24*24 / (2*14.4) = 20w 


The matching network of the 38 special will transform this to 50 ohms to 
produce: 


V peak = SQRT(2*R*P) = SQRT(2*50*20) = 44.7v peak which is close to the 
45v peak that I measured. The net effect of the matching network is to 
raise the voltage from the 24v at the transistor to 45v (peak) across a 
50 ohm load. 


Likewise, with 30v at the transistor, P = 30*30 / (2*14.4) = 31.25w, or: 
SQRT (2*50*31.25) = 55.9v peak across 50 ohms at the antenna 


Again, no matching network change required at all! Just change the 
voltage to change the power. 12v gives 5w, 24v gives 20w, 30v gives 
31.25w.... No changes required (except for a larger heat sink!) 


Remember that the current drain goes up also. Double the voltage to 24v, 
and the current also doubles. Twice the voltage, twice the current, same 
resistance, gives four times the power (20w). Likewise, 2.5 times the 
voltage (30v), requires 2.5 times the current as well, giving 6.25 
(2.5*2.5) times the power. If 5w requires about 0.7 A, 24v requires 1.4A 
(20w out), and 30v requires about 1.75 A (31w out). 


I would not recommend going over 30v. The IRF510/511 is only rated to a 
maximum 20w of heat dissipation, given an ideal 25 degree C case 
temperature. Assuming 60% efficiency, during key down, the transistor 
would be dissipating right at the maximum rating of 20w of heat 
dissipation. This is probably ok for cw, since the duty cycle is low. 
The time averaged heat dissipated will be 10w or less. 


I guess you would not want to try to run RTTY on a 38 special at 30v! 


Like I said, I have verified 20w operation at 24v and I will try for 30w 
at 30v later this weekend.

Yes, Brad. It is very common, and frustrating, to find people hear you 
better 
than you hear them. That is the norm for me. 


My theory is that everyone lives in a lower noise area than I do, so have 
more 
Signal left above the noise level than at my QTH. 


I've done a lot of experimenting with low noise receiving antennas to see 
if I 


can equalize things a bit, and sometimes it does help. And sometimes it 
doesn't. There are some noises that are just plain killers. If they are 
short 

term, you just QRX. If long term, you go build something. 


If you ever wonder about about whether your receiver is quiet enough, and 
where 

all the noise is coming from, there is an old rule of thumb that works 
nicely at 

HF. 


If you disconnect your antenna from your receiver (or transceiver), and the 
noise drops, your receiver noise figure is as low as it needs to be. You 
may 

still hear residual, set-generated noise, but it will be overwhelmed by the 
ordinary ambient noise coming in through the antenna.

I installed a BuzNot in my 40a. It was easy to build and 
get hooked up. (The hardest part of the whole thing was 
drilling another hole in the front panel!) 


The first time I really had a chance to give it a good 
tryout was in Elko last Tue and Wed nights. It worked 
great! 


There is some types of noise that noise blankers don't work 
on, but on the AC buzz, this works very well. And it didn't 
seem to "weaken" the AGC. The RX continued to reject loud 
signals that were close to the one I was copying without 
pulling the AGC and causing thumping like so many big radio 
do! 


(One of the few bad features of my TS930S is that you can't 
use the noise blanker if someone is within about 10 khz with 
a loud sig!)

Hi Jeremy, usually placing a voltage on the ALC input reduces the power 
output of the rig. This is the input that you normally connect to a 
linear amplifier. The linear provides this voltage to the rig to keep 
itself from being overdriven, and as a result doesn't send signals 
splatering across the band. 


Look at the schematic and it should tell you what ALC voltage range it 
wants to see. It will probably be from 4 to 7 volts or so. So, if your 
place 7 volts on this input, your carrier output of the 140 will be 
greatly reduced. 


Most people have used a 9 volt radio battery with a small pot to reduce 
the voltage to the desired level. It works great and the battery can last 
for up to 2 years. 


I use this method on my rig with 6 volts max, and it limits mt output to 

around 15 watts, which may be too high for your needs. You'll simply have 
to try it. With this method, some rigs can be folded back to O output I'm 
told. 


Anyway, I hope this has been of some help. Be sure to get a copy of the 
schematic to verify the voltage before you try this. It's a pretty neet 
way of reducing power as you don't have to go inside the rig to make it 
happen.

Marty, Make sure you calc the lengths and make them a bit longer. 

Then place the antenna up & in the configuration you want & then prune 
to your hearts content. It's what you have to do with even one 
dipole. However, with two I would get close, say 2:1 on one, then 
adjust the other & see if there was a change on the first & re-adjust. 
(Which is why I wouldn't cut the first to a "perfect" 1:1 before 
seeing what a change onthe second would do to the SWR. 


Not sure there is a best one to adjust first. Follow the above & you 
should be able to get it right for your location.
